5  CAMPUS  CONNECTION: 

UMASS  PRESIDENT,  DR.  KNAPP: 

One  of  the  things  that  impresses  me  about  this  place  or  depresses  me  about  it  is  I  don't  see  a  place 
where  there  is  an  opportunity  for  social  life  or  aggregation  of  students.  THE  PUB?  Anything  that 
can  create  a  sense  of  student  life  or  places  where  people  can  come  together  is  a  positive  feature.  It  all 
depends  upon  how  people  behave  and  react  to  the  Pub.  I've  been  in  a  lot  of  pubs  in  my  life  in  a  lot  of 
countries  and  you  get  all  sorts  of  behavioral  patterns.  That's  all  up  to  the  people  who  use  it. 

I've  started  out  in  the  program  of  trying  to  get  to  each  campus  for  a  certain  amount  of  time  each 
month.  I  find  it  very,  very  difficult  to  do  so.  I  would  like  to  be  in  a  position  where  I'd  have  the 
opportunity  to  get  to  see  students  regularly.  AN  INVITATION?  If  I  can  find  time,  I  don't  mind  a 
party. 

I  would  like  to  see  several  things  happen  out  here  on  Columbia  Point  once  the  Kennedy  Library  is 
finished.  As  I  understand  it,  there  are  no  places  to  eat  on  Columbia  Point.  There's  really  no  sense  of 
the  things  that  make  a  neighborhood.  I  hope  that  the  city  will  get  to  work  on  the  housing  problem.  A 
Fine  Arts-Student  Complex  is  on  hold  for  the  Harbor  Campus.  I  have  grave  doubts  we  are  going  to 
get  the  money  for  it. 

MAINTENANCE  COSTS?  You're  always  faced  with  a  choice  when  you  ask  for  money  for 
buildings.  You're  saying  that  that's  more  important  than  something  else.  One  of  the  reasons 
maintenance  problems  always  arise  is  that  the  tendency  is  to  say,  put  your  money  into  academic 
programs  rather  than  to  the  maintenance  of  buildings.  You  reach  your  point,  however,  when  the 
maintenance  of  buildings  detracts  from  the  academic  program.  That  sets  the  stage  for  some  of  the 
things  I  see  here. 

The  MBM  scandal  really  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  university,  per  se.  EXPLAIN  PLEASE!  It 
does  create  an  image  problem.  That's  what  it  creates.  It  conveys  that  there's  something  at  the 
University  of  Mass.  at  Boston  which  is  not  our  responsibility  and  that's  where  it  creates  the  problem. 
I  think  that's  far  more  a  preoccupation  with  people  here,  than  it  is  with  people  out  there.  The  wide 
world  doesn't  know  about  that.  The  wide  world  which  we  want  to  attract  people  with  leadership  to 
the  campus  doesn't  know  that  it's  a  major  problem.  They  know  a  lot  of  other  things  about 
Massachusetts,  but  they  don't  know  about  that  specifically. 

I  get  disturbed  when  I  hear  people  talk  about  the  geographical  isolation  of  this  area,  we're  not  that 
far  from  Downtown  Boston.  There's  a  mental  isolation  that  goes  with  Columbia  Point.  COMMUT- 
ER SCHOOL  BLUES?  What  we've  got  to  be  sure  of  is  more  often  or  not  if  we  have  the  qualities 
that  attract  the  students.  We  could  stay  out  here  like  a  dinosaur  on  this  point  and  exist  with  buildings 
and  faculty  and  have  nobody  interested  in  coming  to  us.  What  we've  really  got  to  examine  is  have  we 
got  the  academic  programs  that  attract  students  and  serve  the  needs  of  students?  I  don't  think  we  do. 

I  talked  to  one  girl  over  here.  She  said  she  had  talked  with  her  parents  about  coming  to  UMass 
Boston  because  the  cost  was  inexpensive  for  two  years  and  then  she  was  going  to  go  to  a  'good'  school. 
And  then  she  got  here  and  she  found  out  she  was  IN  a  good  school.  That  message  has  got  to  get  out  to 
an  awful  lot  of  people  as  they're  coming  through  high  school  and  their  parents.  THE  MESSAGE? 
There  is  something  out  here  that  is  exciting  and  worth  coming  for. 

One  of  the  important  things  about  this  place  is  there  aren't  too  many  people  who  are  going  to  look 
after  you,  as  I  perceive  it.  THAT'S  A  10-4.  OVER  AND  OUT! 
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our  halls,  our  class 
rooms,  our  clubs 
and  our  cafeterias. 
It  is  better  than 
good,  It  is  live. 
How  did  we  do  it? 
It  wasn't  easy. 
There  are  initially 
two  energy  peaks, 
the  faculty  and  the 
students.  UMass- 
/  Boston  provides  a 
missing  peak.  Just 
the  right  balance 
funnels  lows,  mi- 
drange  and  highs 
into  UMB  ELEC- 
TRICITY! 
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79  IS  New  University  Spirit  time!  Student  attitudes  are 
changing.  There  is  an  inspiring  New  Wave  of  concern  and 
activism.  The  gap  between  students  and  faculty  has  been 
narrowed  as  a  result  of  joining  to  fight  the  Administration. 
A  kindled  spark  is  being  nurtured  by  a  new  core  of  students 
that  in  turn  nurtures  the  sluggish  faculty  morale.  Thej^g4" 
back  is  one  of  realization  that  the  faculty  generally  ^^1^- 
care  about  creating  a  healthy  academic  atmosphere  for  the 
students. 

Building  a  future  for  UMass/Boston  can  be  a  discourag- 
ing task  in  the  wake  of  politicians  who  would  just  as  soon 
see  us  bulldozed  into  an  insignificant  community  college, 
all  for  the  sake  of  reducing  state  expenditures.  Just  how  far 
can  spending  be  cut  back  when  Mass.  is  already  the  48th 
lowest  state  on  spending  money  for  higher  education?  We 
will  not  be  defeated!  This  point  we  are  making  -  UMass- 
Boston  is  a  power  in  the  darkness.  But  a  power  all  the  same! 

UMass/Boston  emanates  a  sense  of  realism.  It  isn't 
starkness.  It's  an  earthy,  realistic  atmosphere.  The  body  of 
our  university  is  composed  of  people  already  involved  in  the 
outside  world.  We  are  working  students,  returning  stu- 
dents, and  determined  students.  We  are  already  a  part  of 
the  "real"  world.  Most  of  our  hours  of  most  of  our  days  are 
spent  off  the  campus.  For  the  relatively  few  hours  we  are  a 
part  of  the  UMass/Boston  world,  we  make  sure  it  is  an 
important  part.  We  bring  the  outside  world  with  us  to 
classes.  All  the  experience  is  collected  at  UMass  and  uti- 
lized to  give  one  a  well-rounded  college  education.  UMass- 
/  Boston  is  a  melting  pot  of  Boston's  most  unique  people. 
The  professors  come  from  BC,  Harvard,  and  Princeton,  to 
name  but  a  few.  Not  only  do  we  sit  in  lectures  and  absorb 
Ivy  League  ideas  and  theories,  but  we  take  those  concepts 
directly  out  into  the  world.  Normally,  a  college  takes  four 
years  before  it  sends  its  graduates  out  to  apply  the  accumu- 
lated knowledge.  UMass/Boston  sends  its  students  out 
each  and  every  day.  We  don't  wait  four  years,  we  shape  the 
world  NOW!

Started  by  Daniel  Campbell  and  ex- 
offenders  who  saw  the  need  on  cam- 
pus for  accurate  information  about 
what  goes  on  behind  the  walls, 
"P.R.O."  aims  to  help  students  and 
the  community  to  better  understand 
the  prison  experience  as  well  as  to 
help  alleviate  the  intricacies  of  cam- 
pus life  for  those  who  were  formerly 
incarcerated.  Prison  Reform  Orga- 
nization has  already  held  speaking 
engagements  in  the  classrooms  and 
in  the  community.  It  plans  to  further 
extend  this  information-sharing 
function  into  a  speakers  Bureau  and 
form  a  Prison  Reform  Consultants 
Group  to  be  available  for  this  pur- 
pose. Other  projects  in  the  offing  in- 
clude a  printed  information  leaflet  to 
be  distributed  in  September,  a  re- 
source booklet  to  develop  contacts  in 
community  agencies,  correctional  in- 
stitutions, high  schools  and  employ- 
ment agencies,  and  information  let- 
ters to  all  department  chairpersons 
of  the  University  about  "P.R.O.'s" 
purposes  and  projects,  a  weekly  or 
biweekly  "P.R.O."  talk  series  with 
WUMB  radio  station,  and  a  remedi- 
al reading  and  writing  class  to  be  set 
up  with  C.A.S.H.  Inc.  (an  educa- 
tional program  in  M.C.I.  Walpole) 
to  provide  training  for  the  residents 
there.  As  of  August  30,  1976, 
"P.R.O."  has  a  membership  of  fifth 
(50)  students  and  twelve  (12)  associ- 
ative members. 


An  officially  Recognized  Student 
Organization  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Harbor  Campus- 
/Boston,  "P.R.O."  has  begun  to 
move  on  its  stated  purposes  which 
are  as  follows: 

1.  By  using  offenders,  ex-offend- 
ers, and  concerned  individuals,  to 
heighten  awareness  of  prison  reform 
and  reform  tactics. 

2.  To  provide  speakers  for  classes 
which  discuss  prison  life  and  ideas 
concerning  community-based  cor- 
rectional facilities,  i.e..  Law  and  Jus- 
tice, Criminology,  Sociology,  Urban 
Studies,  etc. 

3.  To  provide  speakers  for  high 
schools,  junior  high  schools,  and  so- 
cial functions  concerning  prisons  an- 
d/or rehabilitation,  and  social  func- 
tions concerning  prisons  and/or  re- 
habilitation, and  functions  with  cor- 
rections-minded businessmen. 

4.  To  familiarize  people  with  the 
concepts  and  realities  of  community- 
based  corrections  and  rehabilitation. 

5.  To  give  offenders  and  ex-of- 
fenders speakers  a  chance  to  channel 
any  bitterness  they  may  have  re- 
tained into  a  new  and  positive  direc- 
tion. 

6.  To  give  offenders  and  ex-of- 
fenders a  feeling  of  belonging  to  the 
society  in  which  they  have  to  live.

TANYA  LARGY 

Ms.  Largy  is  a  co-director  of  the  Castle  Hill  archaeological  excavation  in  Wayland,  Massachusetts, 
where  she  resides.  Working  with  the  archaeologists  from  the  Department  of  Anthropology,  Ms.  Largy 
has  undertaken  this  excavation  as  a  two  year  project  focused  on  an  ancient  Indian  site  near  the  shores 
of  the  Sudbury  River.  A  year  ago,  this  site  was  scheduled  to  be  destroyed  by  the  construction  of  two 
soccer  fields.  The  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  and  citizens  of  Wayland  appealed  to  the 
University  to  evaluate  the  importance  of  this  site  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  city  of 
Wayland  regarding  its  disposition.  The  Department  of  Anthropology  undertook  this  task.  Partly  as  a 
result  of  its  recommendations,  the  town  permitted  a  concerned  group  of  citizens  to  conduct  salvage 
excavations  to  recover  significant  information  from  the  site  before  it  was  destroyed.  Working  through 
UM/B,  this  group,  co-directed  by  Tanya  Largy,  applied  for  and  received  the  necessary  permit  from 
the  State  Archaeologist.  Recently,  Ms.  Largy  was  one  of  three  people  who  presented  the  findings  of 
the  first  year  of  work  to  a  group  of  225  townspeople,  students  and  archaeologists. 


EDNA  FEIGHNER 


Ms.  Feighner  is  responsible  for  running  the  Zooarchaeology  Laboratory  for  the  Department  of 
Anthropology.  This  laboratory  prepares  the  skeletons  of  many  different  kinds  of  animals  for  use  in  the 
departmental  archaeology  and  anatomy  programs.  Students  working  in  the  laboratory  also  prepare 
classroom  demonstrations  and  exercises,  are  trained  in  dissection,  and  learn  how  to  preserve  and 
organize  osteology  collections.  Ms.  Feighner  directs  these  activities  and  provides  a  great  deal  of  the 
technical  training  that  occurs  in  this  laboratory.  In  addition,  Ms.  Feighner  is  preparing  to  work  as  a 
part  of  the  department's  archaeology  program  in  Kenya  this  summer.

Ms.  Olivia  is  the  principal  person  responsible  for  consideration  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission  of  the  Calf  Pasture  Pumping  Station  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Sites.  This 
pumping  station  is  the  beautiful  stone  building  behind  our  campus  near  the  tip  of  Columbia  Point.  In 
its  day,  it  was  internationally  famous  as  the  key  facility  in  Boston's  innovative  sewer  system  which 
received  world  acclaim  for  pollution  abatement  in  the  1880s.  Once  on  the  National  Register,  this  site 
will  be  protected  from  demolition  and  major  exterior  alteration.  This  will  help  to  conserve  the  building 
and  may  eventually  help  open  the  way  for  its  utilization  by  the  University.  In  conducting  this  project, 
Ms.  Olivia  has  been  working  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Suzanne  Spencer- Wood  (Anthropology) 
in  close  cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission,  the  Massachusetts  District 
Commission  and  the  City  of  Boston. 


CHARLES  H.  SULLIVAN 


Mr.  Sullivan,  a  graduating  senior,  operates  the  radiocarbon  division  of  Geochron  Laboratories  in 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  This  laboratory  provides  important  services  internationally  to  archaeolo- 
gists, geologists  and  biologists  who  require  the  analysis  of  oranic  materials  to  determine  their  exact 
age.  Mr,  Sullivan  obtained  his  position  at  Geochron  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  department's  preprofes- 
sional  training  program  in  African  archaeology,  held  in  Kenya  in  1975  and  1976.  This  September,  Mr. 
Sullivan  will  attend  the  University  of  Arizona  as  a  doctoral  candidate  in  archaeology  and  geophysics. 
He  is  being  brought  to  Arizona  to  help  construct  and  operate  the  first  toroidal  particle  accellerator  to 
be  dedicated  to  radiocarbon  dating.

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Castle  Hill  is  an  archaeological  site  in  Wayland 
dating  from  the  Middle  Archaic  period  up  to  the 
time  of  contact,  when  settlers  from  Watertown 
moved  in,  as  well  as  settlers  from  England.  Castle 
Hill  was  first  surveyed  on  November  11,  1977  by 
Dr.  Charles  Nelson  and  Dr.  Barbara  Luedtke  of 
the  Anthropology  Department,  who  were  accom- 
panied by  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Archae- 
ological Society  (MAS)  and  students  from  U. 
Mass.  In  the  spring  of  1978,  an  excavation  was 
begun  which  will  continue  until  the  fall  of  1979. 
Castle  Hill  has  a  Massachusetts  Historical  Com- 
mission number  of  19-MD-339.  Material  and 
artifacts  found  at  the  site  will  be  donated  to  the 
town  of  Wayland. 

Among  the  students  from  U.Mass  who  worked  on 
the  initial  survey  were  Tonya  Largy  and  Mary 
Waters.  These  are  both  students  of  Anthropology 
who  have  continued  to  work  at  the  site  during  the 
excavation.  Tonya  is  the  director  at  the  site  on 
Tuesday,  assisted  by  Cile  Hicks,  a  resident  of 
Wayland.
